Reasons for Allowance 

3. The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious a magnetic detecting element 
meeting the claimed structural limitations. 

The prior art of record disclose magnetic detecting elements possessing 
antiferromagnetic (AFM) layers disposed in the track width direction at each side of a 
multilayer laminate (see Ho et ai, '056 82), "exchange tab" structures disposed above a 
free magnetic layer (see Zheng et a/., '598 A1), and structures possessing a side 
biasing element of two AFM layers separated by a ferromagnetic layer (see Umetsu, 
787 A1). However, none of the prior art of record discloses or renders obvious a 
magnetic detecting element comprising a multilayer laminate meeting applicants' 
claimed limitations combined with second and third AFM layers meeting applicants' 
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claimed limitation and a continuous second free magnetic layer disposed over each 
upper surface of the pair of second AFM layers and an upper surface of the first free 
magnetic layer.
